SAZONOFF DECLARES 
MORALE OF SLAV ARMY 


OF HIGHEST CALIBER:

ONDON, Aug. 28.—A correspondent of the London Times sends 
a statement credited to M. Sazonoff, Russian Foreign Minister, 


in which Sazonoff declares that Germany, unable to break the 
Russian army, is now laboring to break the morale of the Russian 
people by a propaganda which has followed every Russian setback 
in the past year, and since the fall of Warsaw, has been pushed with 
increasing cleverness and force, both in the Russian army afd in all 
circles in Petrograd. Its main method, according to the statement, 
is an attempt to convince the Russians that the allies have left them 
in the lurch. . This alleged propaganda has so far succeeded, accord- 
ing to the statement, that some people in Russia are pessimistic as 
to the real situation, the idea being conveyed to them that the at- 
tack in the west is indefinitely suspended and the highest authorities 
are planning peace. 


The statément of M. Sazonoff, which, the correspondent says, 


is an authorized one, is given as follows: 


‘Unwillingly the Russian government takes note of the malicious 


rumors. Three months of continuous efforts to break our army 
have been unsuccessful and the enemy is now trying a new kind of 
poison aimed through specious and plausible reasoning at break- 
ing the spirit of the Russian people and the Russian army by cir- 
culating reports of lack of harmony between the allies, failure of 
our munitions supplies and the prospect of an independent peace 


“Il am ashamed that Russians can discuss such subjects, which 


clearly are the enemy's latest attempts to accomplish by intrigue re- 
sults which he never attained by arms.” 


M. Sazonoff then is quoted as declaring that there is absolute 


unanimity in the high allied commands and that every step possible 
has been taken to replenish the munitions of the Russian armies. 


“Finally,” says the statement, “] wish to forever disabuse the 


public mind of any intention whatever on the part of the Russian gov- 
ernment to make any independent peace with Germany as long as 
one hostile soldier remains in Russia.”

Goss was the victim of 
serious illness for at least two years 
prior to her death. in December last 
year.

AND “THE YELIOW PERID” 
(EDITORIAL. 

George Bronson Rea, editor of the 

Far BHastern Review, published in 

Shanghai, China, sends to the New 

York Sun a lengthy article on the 

“meaning to the United States of 


Japan's problem of finding homes 
for 356,000,000 people in the next 


twenty-five years.” Mr. eays: 
“Asia is knocking «at our door. 
Japan desires her people to enter 


America on the same plane of equal- 
ity as the white races of Europe. She 
is firing the patriotism of her people 
and pre to go to war and com- 
pel at the point of the bayonet the 
recognition of this equality. Her in- 
tense pride is wounded because of the 
discrimination against her subjects. 
Her national honor is involved. 

“Uniess 
preservation of her 
that it be battered down by force. So 
Japan is feverishly arming, laboring 
night and day in the ceaseless work 
of enlarging, strengthening and pol- 
ishing her already ponderous militery 
machine against the inevitable day of 
conflict. And America sleeps.” 

It occurs to The Times that it is 
not the “ational honor” of Japan 
that is involved, but her national need 
of finding an outlet for her surplus 
and rapidly - increasing pulation, 
which has doubled in t last fifty 

and is now more than 70,000,- 
000. In another fifty years it will be 
140,000,000. Within twenty-five years 
it will be necessary to find homes 
outside of Japan for 36,000,000. for 
every available acre of land in Japan 
is under cultivation and every branch 
of manufacturing industry is crowded 
to congestion with workmen. 

Mr. Rea says: 

“The white races duplicate their 
numbers in about four generations, 
the oriental in three or less. Or it 
may be expressed that the white races 
require about ninety years to double 
their numbers, while the oriental ac- 
complishes the feat In from fifty to 
sixty. In this short ph is em- 
braced the great problem of the ages, 
the vital question that western civ- 
ilization, and America in particular, 
upon to face. 

“As long as there ts land enoush 
in the East to support the increase the 
West will be in no danger, but as the 
years of the century pass the pressure 
will break through all bonds, and in 
the fight for the surviva! of the fittest 
the weakest will go to the wall. Japan 
hae arrived at the critical stage of her 
history. The pressure from within 
cannot be restrained. They must have 
their place in the sun. 

“America has been singled out be- 
cause of her weakness and defenseless 
condition as the great western nation 
who will be challenged and compelled 
to open her doors to the hordes of 


“Japan is knocking at our doors. 
Timorousiy at first she pleaded for 
admission, but secure in our gsTreat 
size and strength we refused to 
listen. 

“But the tapping of Asia on the 
deor has inereased in volume. The 
gentle and meek sound has changed 
into an irritable and impatient pound- 
ing. The butts of a million rifies an- 
grily clanging on the parade grounds 
of Nippon resound above the clamor 
at the door. The request for admis- 
sion will soon be modified into a per- 
emptory demand. The business end 
of the million rifles, the frowning 
muzzies of the great siege guns and 
the splendid efficiency of a powerful 
navy stand prepared to batter down 
the doors if the bare are not with- 
drawn. And America dreams on, con- 


fident in the logic and reasoning of | 


her peace advocates to hold in check 
the flood beyond the gates and ward 
off the blow that years have been 
spent in preparing. 

“Japan is thundering at the door. 
She is prepared to go to war to @¢n- 
force the equality of the races.” 

It is contended, says Mr. Rea. in 
substance, that the problem will be 
solved by permitting Japan to have 
her way in the Orient, and, by dom- 
inating China, divert her surplus mil- 
lions into the fertile and sparsely- 
settied fields of Manchuria. With 
Korea under her contro! and a prac- 
tical suzerainty over Manchuria and 
Inner Mongolia, Japan's attention 
would be diverted from America and 
the question solved. 

But what will 400,000,000 Chinese 
be doing while 70,000,000 Japanese 
are taking away their lands?’ Mr. 
Rea says further: 

“The thousands of Japanese coolies 
who flocked into Manchuria in the 
wake of the victorious army were 
compelled gradually to withdraw and 
leave the field to the sturdy, rugged 
and better-equipped Manchus. If the 
Chinese landholders in Manchuria re- 
fuse to sell or part with their lands 
Manchuria will offer no permanent 
solution to Japan's problem. 

“Japan's only hope then would Ie 
in compulsory sales or confiscation of 
Chinese properties. As this procedure 
is impracticable and almost impossible 
without resort to actual hostilities 
Japan will have either to resort to 
the sword or to admit defeat. With 
Manchuria barred as an outlet for 
her excess millions, where will Japan 
tuFn to in her desperate struggle for 
existence? 

“The Japanese ere not pioneers. 
The epirit that animates the Anglo- 
Saxon to get ont into the wilderness 
and combat nature and savage foes 
and wild beasts, to reclaim the land 
to civilization, appears to be lacking 
in them. They have Formosa. which 
could provide homes for many more 
millions, but the savage head hunters 
and the competition of the original 
Chinese inhabitants exercise a very 
deferrent influence. 

“It becomes clear on analysis that 
the domination of Manchuria by the 
Japanese cannot solve the question 
for the latter unless they are permit. 
ted to purchase and control the land 
outright #0 as to forestall settlement 
by the C . Right here we have 
one of the overwhelming ‘necessities 


and leasing land in Manchuria and 
Inner Mongolia. 

“China is to be crowded out of her 
patrimony. Her birthright is to be 


¢-old, immemoria) struggle for the 
survival of the fittest written in 
phrases of modern diplomacy. 

“The struggle between the Chinese 
and Japanese for the control of Man- 
churia and Inner Mongolia will be an 
epic in the world’s history. The Jap- 
anese cannot thrive and exist in com- 
petition with the Chinese. The keen 
and merciless economic superiority of 
the latter will drive the former de- 
feated from the field. 


“Japan already has had a taste of 
this in Formosa and Manchuria. Chi- 
nese coolies are not allowed to work 
in Japan; they are quietly and. quickly 
hustied out. The economic issues 
raised in California by the employ- 
ment of Japanese in competition with 
white labor find their counterpart in 
Japan wh er Chinese have been 
employed in large numbers in the 
industries.” 


Not ignoring any needed precau- 
tion, nor disputing the accuracy of 
the information contained in the very 
able article of Mr. Rea, it does not 
necessarily follow that there ig a “vel- 
low peril” confronting the United 
that any American need 


than the United States where the sur- 
plus Japanese can find homes. Aus- 
tralia and New are more ac- 
ceasible, and, while it is true that 
these British colonies have enacted 
drastic legislation against Asiatic in-

We would have been 
in sore straits today <3 a nation if there 
had been In the White House a pro-allies 
hothead like Roosevelt or a proGerman 
featherhead like Bryan. 

The wisdom and fairness of Germany in 
dealing with the question raised by the 
sinking of the Arabic have telieved the 
United States from the embarrassment of 


War, and, except in the presence of an ap- 
parent unavoidable necessity, we do not 
need to make any considerable preparation 
for it so far as our regular army is con- 
cerned. We do need submarines—several 
hundred of them. With these we could 
guard our seacoast cities and our ocean 
ships from assault and send to the bottom 
any invading fiéet. 

We do not ask from either Germany or 
the allies anything but a strict observance 
of the laws of nations so far as the United 
States is concerned. We will accord to 
heither belligerent any aid not strictly law- 
ful according to the law of nations. We 
will tolerate from neither nation any in- 
vasion of our rights as a neutral on sea or 
land. We ask from neither England nor 
Germany anything that is not right, and 
we will submit to nothing that is wrong 
from either of them.

The Premier made an emphatic and un- 
compromising reply; he said the govern- 
ment could not prevent the Reformistas 
from ‘holding their banquet, but they must 
make no reference whatever to the inter- 
national situation, or speak of the war 
directly or indirectly. The Reformistas 
might masticate salads and chew meats, 
but they must eschew politics and, to quote 
a homely saying, “let their victuals stop 
their mouths.” 

Whereupon the chiefs of the Reformista 
party suspended the banquet and issued a 
manifesto declaring “that the Liberal mi- 
norities ought to meet at once to defend 
their political rights, in view of the fact 
that the government bed prohibited public 
meetings without having suspended the 
constitutional guarantees.” 

At a meeting of the chiefs of the Liberal 
Radical, Socialist, Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties all joined in the issuance of a 
manifesto to the people of Spain in whic’. 
it was declared “that there was no excuse 
or justification for the government's pro- 
cedure in this matter, that the circum- 
stances did not warrant it, and that it was 
a gross abuse of power against which they 
energetically protested.” 

The government answered this manifesto 
by prohibiting all “Jaimista” meetings and 
forbidding the playing of the “Marselllaise” 
hymn in cafes or public places.

SAFETY FIRST. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER, 

The people who play safe in this world 
are reckoned wise. They are so discreet, 
so sensible, so far-sighted. They can be 
trusted to select a safe mate in matrimony, 
to hold a’ safe job, to make safe invest- 
ments, to hold safe views, to make non- 
committal remarks, to play safe polities, to 
make safe bets, to tell safe lies, to embark 
upon perfectly safe indiscretions and to die 
in their beds. 

There are so many proverbs recommend- 
ing us to safety. “Look ere thou leap, see 
how thou go;” “Safe bind, safe find:” “Har- 
ly and provident fear is the mother of 
safety;” “From the nettle of danger pluck 
the flower, safety;” “Think before you 

;" and so on through an endless list, 
all nicely calculated to make us choose the 
safe and narrow way. 

Safety, safety, safety! It is a growing 
propaganda today, from the safety of the 
country to the safety of the shoe .button. 
At all costs we must avoid danger, trou- 
ble, disturbance, loss, inconvenience, pain. 

Risk, chance! These are for fools. The 
wise among us will only take the safest of 
risks; they will see to it that the main 
chance is a safe chance. 


Yet this passion for safety holds nothing 
but fear. Before the war all the world was 
afraid, and fear is the most dreadful word 
in the language. The words of the preach- 
ers of safety fall upon willing ears—we 
are afraid of unseen microbes, afraid of 
each other, afraid of life, afraid of death. 

Slaves to safety, cowards, petty villains 
crowding to be on the winning side, cham- 
pions of ease and comfort, ready only to 
embark upon safe adventures, safe fights, 
safe deals. 

But this is not the sort of thing that 
greatness is made of. It would be a sorry 


‘thing for the world if our ancestors had 


pinned their faith to safety, to safe and 
sure enterprises, to safe voyages, to sure 
inventions, to painless and comfortable 
walks of life. ‘ 

If they had sald “Fain would I climb, but 
that I fear to fall” and lived up to it— 
safety first; if they had looked before they 
leaped and embarked on no voyage the 
termination of which they could not see; 


-if they had been satisfied that discretion 


was the better part of valor and found no 
fool to try the first balloon, the first ralil- 
way train, the first steamboat; if they had 
been wise, contented citizens, careful to 
risk nothing that they had in war or wun- 
certain enterprise; if they had believed 
that neither religion nor honor nor princtl- 
ples were worth the sacrifice of human 
blood, there would never have been any 
United States for us to wax fat and pros 
perous in—and preach a smug propaganda 
of safety first and peace at any price. 

It would seem that much of the world’s 
progress is due to reckless fools who took 
vast risks, rarely even covered with in- 
surance,’*who leaped joyously in the dark 
with the light of faith alone to guide them, 
jeopardizing life and fortune as mere baga- 
telles in the gamble for reward. 


“Nothing venture, nothing have” is an 
inspiring proverb. Perhaps discretion is 
the better part of valor; but valor is cer- 
tainly the better part of discretion. A dis- 
cretion that looks to nothing but safety is 
a dull thing. 

There are times in life when a bold and 
brilliant indiscretion, a daring hostage to 
fortune, a courageous staking of one’s all, is 
sublime. They are the high lights. of life 
that make the great memories to live upon, 
that reap rich reward or ignominious fail- 
ure, but which are in themselves a thing 
to be desired, a triumph over mediocrity 
and safety. A triumph made through bold 
and venturesome daring has twice the glam- 
or, yes, and intrinsic value, too, of that 
built up with painstaking, safety-first meth- 
ods. The great statesman must always be 
a bold and daring statesman, prepared to 
win or lose big stakes; the great author, 
the great artist, the great explorer, the 
great playwright, the great merchant, the 
great lawyer, all of these would scorn to 
be shackled by the bugbear of safety, by 
consideration for personal comfort, ease 
and peace, either mental or physical. 

And there is a joy in taking the big 
chance that cannot be equalled by an as 
surance of lifelong, safe prosperity. A 
taste for safety is wise. oh, yes; but it 
costs too much fn the delicious uncertain 
thrills that make life worth living. 


What maid is there loves the 
“safe” young man’? She will tolerate him, 
to be sure, but her heart is with Othello; 
“she loves him for the dangers he has 
borne.” 

“Inspiring, bold John Barleycorn, what 
dangers thou canst make us scorn” sang 
Bobbie Burns, and the reason every lassie 
loves a sailor is because he is forever con- 
fronting the dangers of the seas, where, 
preached he safety first, he would get him 
a safe job on shore. The soldier, too, who 
returns from the wars, pity the safe young 
man who contemplates competing with him 
in the little matter of a lady's love! Safety 
first, indeed! She may preach it, bless her 
heart, but none so scornful as she when 
she sees it practiced. 

There will always be plenty of fearful 
souls to practice the safety-first creed with- 
out any propaganda. But why proselytize 
that splendid minority of daring hearts 
which makes a country great and glorious? 
Tt is a glorious human instinct to take a 
chance, to scorn danger, from the day the 
baby essays to walk downstairs to crand- 
father eating forbidden meats on the sly 
at the peril of another paralytic stroke. 
But all efvilization conspires to crush it out 
of him, to inatill fear, to not only wait pa- 
tiently at the crossings, but to take out an 
accident policy as well. 

If some of us retain sufficient spunk to 
make “I dare not” wait upon “TI would,” it 
is more than the world deserves. For my 
part I would revise Kirigsley’s admonition. 
“Re brave, sweet child, and let who will be 
safe.”

TO CATCH SMUGGLERS. 


New Immigration Speedboat Will 
be Launched at San Pedro Early 
Next Month. 

The new immigration boat Elting- 
ton, being bullt on the ways of Com- 
modore Joe Fellows, Wilmington, wil! 
be given to the waves of the Pacific. 
September 9, and a big programme of 
events is being arranged in honor of 
the launching. 

The Ellington, named for the grand- 
daughter of Commisasioner-General of 
Immigration Caminetti, is the twin of 
the Azalea, also being constructed at 
the yards of Joe Fellows, and which 
will not be ready for launching for 
another month. Both vessels are 61% 
feet tong, with a beam 10% ‘feet, 
rigged with a double set of one-hun- 
dred-horse-power engines each, and 
capable of getting twenty-five miles 
an hour. They are built for speed, 
and rigged up with a wireless appara- 
tus, to be operated by Inspector Harry 
Blee. Each will accommodate two en- 
gineers and a deck hand with room 
for four additional inspectors. The 
contract of the pair of vessels is about 
$11,000 each. 

Capt. Dan Kuykendall of San Pedro 
| will have command of the “fleet.” One 
of the features of the launching Sep- 
tember 8 will be the address of F. 
W. Berkshire, supervising inepector of 
the Mexican border district. with 
headquarters in BE) Paso. Both of the 
boats will be used to chase smugglers 
along the coast.

Kansas Trader Relates how 
Allies do Business. 


Long Beach Shipping Point 
for Ammunition.

LONG BEACH, Aug. 27.—Nuck 
Berry, of Fort Scott, Kan., who is a 
member of a firm which probably sells 
more horses and mules for Teuton 
bullets and shell than any other man 
in America is a temporary resident 
of this city, occupying a bungalow 
on East Broadway. Mr. Berry is now 
selling from $85,000 to $100,000 worth 
of artillery and cavalry animals per 
month to England, France and Italy. 

Mr. Berry is secretary and treasurer 
of the Piper Brothers Horse and Mule 


Company, of Fort Scott. His brothers- 
in-law, J. M. Piper, C. M. Piper, and 
Cc. C. Piper, are, respectively, presti- 
dent, first and second vice-presidents. 
Mr. Berry is accompanie’ by his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. L. Piper, of Par- 
sons, Kan.. and her daughter, Miss 
Helen. The party will remain here 
for a month.

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
RIVERSIDE, Aug. 
eucalyptus, whose roots were loosened 
‘by the windstorm of yesterday after- 
noon, toppled over and crashed 
through the roof of the residence oc- 
cupied by Mrs. J. C. Proctor, at No. 
228 Jurupa avenue, last night. 

The tree fell directly across the 
middie of the two-story house and 
crushed it like an eggshell. Mrs. 
Proetor, the only occupant of the 
residence, miraculously escaped with- 
out @ scratch. 

The tree was one of the oldest of 
its species in the valley, measuring 
110 feet in height and about 24 feet 
in circumference at the base. 

Nearly a score of mammoth euca- 
lypt! and pepper trees blocked traflic 
on Magnolia avenue until this morn- 
ing, when a large force of men from 
the street department and crews from 
the city lighting plant and Pacific 
Electric car-barns succeeded in clear- 
ing the roadways and the railroad 
right of way. 

Some of the oldest and largest 
specimens of eucalypti on the avenue 
fell before the storm, extending en- 
tirely across the 132-foot driveway and 
carrying all electric, telephone and 
trolley wires in their path to earth. 

As a result of the havoc wrought 
with the street trees Tree Warden 
Wright and Street Superintendent 
Darling have been the busiest men in 
the municipality during the past 
twenty-four hours.

It is not competent for the 
government to interfere in the matter 
or dictate to our people to whom they 
shall sell or on what terms they shall 
sell, or to whom they shall lend money. 

If Americans lend any of those 
nations engaged in war large sums of 
money, or if they sell them large bills 
of merchandise, whether food or am- 
‘munition, it appears.to us that the 
typical Yankee has lost a good deal of 
his shrewdness. No banker would lend 
one of our own people money beyond 
his means to pay, and that the belliger- 
ent governments will be able to meet 
their obligations seems an absolute im- 
possibility. | 


Taking Over a Town. 


wir doesn't somebody start some- 
thing? Why doesn’t somebody 
organize the American Administrative 
Association—the purpose of the afore- 
said body being to take over the gov- 
ernment of cities, counties or any other 
_ division of the people and to operate 
them along modern ideas of efficiency? 

Once more we rise to squeak: Why 
not ? 

The theory would be to run the ma- 
chinery of public affairs along business 
rather than political lines. This would 
be an advance upon both the commis- 
sion plan and the city manager ideas 
and give folks something new to quar- 
rel about. 

Why not run the town along the lines 
of service and 
thrift as are in- 
stanced in the con- 
duct of the great 
railways, depart- 
ment stores—and 
the Standard Oil 
Company? If any 
big business were 
operated along 
the careless 
financial customs, of the average mu- 
nicipality it would be in the hands of 
the sheriff at the end of the year. 

An association of experts ought to 
be able to handle the affairs of a town 
better than the average bunch that 
comes into power. Under an altered 
regime there would still be a Mayor 
but he would be chiefly for exhibition 
and social rposes. He would be 
David-on-the-dot when the keys of the 
city were to be handed over to the 

nd lodge of the Order of Prunes. 

e would lead the grand march at the 
Milliner’s ball and he would welcome 
Sir Hand-me-Down Nobbs when he, 
passed through our delightful city. But 
beyond that the Mayor wouldn’t slice 
much bacon. 

The council would also be conspicu- 
ous by its absence, although the mem- 
bers might be retained for a time in 
order to give official sanction to the 
acts of the active administrators. The 
experts would virtually make up the 
budget and collect and expend the 
money necessary therefor. The admin-

For its work the administrative cor- 
poration would be paid a percentage on 
the money handled, but the schedule 
should be so arranged that where eco- 
nomics were shown the administrators 
would also benefit thereby. In no 
event, however, should the profits ex- 
ceed five per cent. upon the capital in- 
vested. Any sums above that should 
be turned into the general fund, there- 
by reducing the succeeding levy that 
amount. 

Legislatures of the various States 
would have to

of management 
when indorsed by 
popular vote. The 
beetle-browed pol- 
iticians might ob- 
ject but there is 
no very good 
reason in forbidding a city from pick- 
ing its own rulers in its own way. 

The administrative association 
should simplify many details of munici- 
pal management. Several departments 
that are made important by half-baked 
politicians are as wumnmnecessary as a 
rudder on a Swiss watch. Consolida- 
tion, elimination and _ specialization 
would spell consternation for some of 
the politicians, but there is no doubt 
that the quality of public service would 


‘be improved. 


A national working organization as 
thus hinted at would run the communt- 
ty as if it were a huge hotel. The citi- 


_|zen would be as one who is assigned 


a room and is permitted to push the 
button for towels or cocktails at any old 
hour. The administrative corporation 
would command the services of the 
best men in the country in their sev- 
eral lines of effort. Whenever a town 
got hard up or scandalized, one of the 
experts—a municipal doctor, would be 
called in for consultation. He would 
feel the city’s pulse, prod its liver, make 


toes. Then he could explain a course 
of treatment, and if the municipality 
wished to follow it the citizens could 
vote themselves under the care of the 
specialists. If a man is a conspicuous 
success in polishing off the politicians 
he might be passed from one town on 
to another. There would be standard- 
ization of bookkeeping and auditing. 
In the buying of equipment and sup- 
plies, quantity and _ transportation 
would be prime factors and there would 
be room for innumerable economies 
now unknown. 

To be administered by this associa- 
tion would be like belonging to the big 
league. The machinery for preserving 
the peace, fighting the flames and car- 
ing for streets would be of the highest 
order and a citizen who showed a but- 
ton proving him of an A.A.A. town 
would be protected and cared for no 
matter whither he strayed. 

Tramps would be unknown, work 
would be found to the best capacity of 
the individual, and there would be a 
matrimonial exchange where old or 
shelf-worn husbands could be disposed 
of to the best interest of the home and 
the community. 

The employes of the different depart- 
ments would show uniforms appro- 
priate to their service and it would be 
understood that a man not busied in 
one field might be utilized in another 
for the general good.

On the west- 
ern side of the main road, and indeed in all 
directions from the cultivated ground, the 
hills and slopes of the valleys were covered 
with malva and wild mustard, with here and 
there a tree of the kind called “tobacco- 
trees.” Farther away, along the arroyos 
and streams, were different species of wil- 
lows. Just about where the Masonic Tem- 
ple now is was the night camp of the sheep 
men, for by day they drove their flocks 
down to the creek bottoms. In dry seasons 
they went far to the marshy lands near the 
beaches, where they remained until another 
rainy season. 

The lands in this part of Orange county 
originally belonged to three old Spanish 
grants: La Merced de los Coyotes, La 
Merced de La Habra and La Merced de 
Santa Ana. These three tracts met in a 
point just outside the present northern 
limits of Fullerton and a few hundred yards 
east of the State highway. After Califor- 
nia was admitted to the Union these grants, 
or a large part of them, passed into the 
hands of the Stern Ranch Company. From 
them Domingo Bastanchury, who by this 
time had begun to prosper, leased larger and 
yet larger portions, sometimes as much as 
30,000 acres. Here he pastured his flocks 
for years, and as they increased and his 
profits accumulated, in 1885 he bought 2000 
acres outright and in the early ‘90’s 5000 
more. These acres covered almost the 
whole northern half of Fullerton of today 
and extended nearly to the town of La 
Habra and far to the east where are now 
ol] wells. 

He built a home, now called the “Old 
Ranch House,” inside the present city 
limits, for in 1879 he had married a young 
lady from his native province, Miss Marie 
Oxarart. The photographs, though taken 
after the birth of his four sons, give some 
idea of conditions in the sheepraising days, 
now gone forever. 

For a sheepman the all-important season 
of the year was shearing time. This opera- 
tlon was carried on by Indians and Mex- 
leans. In those days the Indians were not

To Can Fruit in the Oven. 

[Ladies’ World:] Cooking canned fruit 
in the oven is easily and quickly done, while 
the fruit retains its shape, color and flavor 
better than when cooked in a preserving 
kettle.

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Geology of the Grand Canyon. 
ANY people still living can remember 
M a thrill of wonder and admiration 
that ran through the world in read- 
ing of the daring exploit of Maj. Powell in 
1869 in navigating the rapids of the Grand 
Canyon of Arizona in a small boat. It was 
his account of his trip more than anything 
else up to that time that called the aften- 
tion of the world to the magnificence of 
that wonderful gorge and to the brilliancy 
of the coloring on its rocks. | 
The United States has recently published 
a bulletin, No. 549, a report on the geology 
of a portion of the Grand Canyon by L. F. 
Noble. This gorge offers an opportunity of 
studying the history of the formation of our 
globe presented in no other spot now 
known, On the top are deposits of the car- 
boniferous period, and below this strata, 
some of them of immense thickness, rang- 
ing down to the Cambrian period at the 
base. In the Grand Canyon we come to the 
basic rocks of the earth, the granite and 
gneiss. This panorama is described as prob- 
ably the most complete geological record of 
the world revealed to the eyes of man. 


Eagle River Gold. 


HE first gold mining in Alaska was in the 

belt near Juneau about thirty-five years 
ago. Since that date more than $60,000,000 
worth of gold has been taken out in this 
region. The gold-bearing belt was known 
to stretch fifty miles northward, including 
the Eagle River region. There are many 
gold-bearing lodes in the region of this 
river now under development and many 
others stili awaiting development. 

The gold production in the United States 
for the calendar year 1914 is given at 4,572,- 
976 fine ounces. Five years ago, in 1919; 
the amount of gold produced in the United 
States was 4,657,017 fine ounces. The value 
of this production was $96,269,100. And 
that Is the way is runs, year in and year 
out, from abaut $95,990,000 to $99,000,000. 
The amount of silver produced in 1914 was 
72,455,100 fine ounces, compared with that 
of 1910, 57,137,900. The value of this latter 
production is given at $30,854,500. 


Helped Get the Harbor. 


ON. THEODORE E. BURTON, former 

Senator from Ohio, has been in Los An- 
geles, coming down here from San Francisco. 
He manifested grea* interest in the magnifi- 
cent harbor which is now blessing Southern 
California so greatly, and sure to prove for 
all time to come so important a factor in the 
commerce of the whole country. Mr. Bur- 
ton may take pride in the harbor, for he 
was largely instrumental in securing the 
government appropriations for its develop- 
ment. It is many years since he first vis- 
ited Southern California, when he was a 
member of the House of Representatives 
and chairman of the Committee on Har- 
bors. He was entertained at a banquet by 
the Chamber of Commerce, and in remarks 
he made at th.t tire after viewing the har- 
bor he said substantially this: You are ask- 
ing for government aid to develop: the har- 
bor. Now, I want to say this to you: Yours 
will not be the only project of the kind to 
come before the committee of which I have 
the honor and responsibility of being chair- 
man. Your project is commendable and de- 
serves government aid, and will get it some 
time. Whether it will get it next yea~ or not 
depends entirely upon the number and char- 
acter of the projects put before our com- 
mittee and before Congress. I want to say 
to you frankly, you will have to take your 
turn, and if there are other projects more 
important than yours sufficient to absorb all 
the funds available for the purpose, so far 
as I am concerned I will recommend the 
most necessary and important and let the 
less important and necessary wait. During 
the following session of Congress the speak- 
ver found occasion to recommend our har- 
bor, and thus it secured the first important 
appropriation, which, being followed by 
others, has at length given us our magnifi- 
cent harbor. 


California indians. 


ON. CATO SELLS, Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs of the United States, has 
been visiting Los Angeles and told us some- 
thing about the nation’s wards, the red men 
of the country. According to his account 
there are 350,000 aboriginals still left in the 


United States in twenty-four States. About 
20,000 of these are in the State of Califor- 
nia, and as Commissioner Sells said, these 
“at one time possessed some of the most 
fertile lands on the continent, but were 
dispossessed by the white man, and the 
government has been slow in appropriating 
land grants and money for acquiring land 
for them.” 

The history of the Indians in the United 
States and their treatment at the hands of 
the whites makes about as tragic a page as 
there is in the annals of mankind. There 
is no doubt that is largely the fault of the 
aborigines, but when the balance sheet 
is struck the debtor side is largely against 
the whites, and the figures in red ink are 
enormous. The Indian was either very 
proud and independent or very degraded 
and lazy. The former traits were the most 
prevalent among the Indians, who could 
not be enslaved, and no attempt was made 
to help them into civilization except 
through slavery. 


Use of Aqueduct Water. 

T MUST appear to those who reflect in an 

unbiased manner upon the subject that 
the City Council is pursuing the proper 
course in handling the aqueduct water. 
This legislative body has determined to 
grant the use of the water only to those 
living in territory annexed to the city. 
There are applications for the use of the 
water in other territory, but this is per- 
sistently and consistently refused. The 
latest application granted by the Board of 
Public Service Commissioners was to the 
owners of the Annexed City and Hawthorne 
Water Companies. Into the pipes of these 
two systems the water is to be turned 
September 1. The city is to pay $2500 per 
month until the total sum agreed upon, 
$15,875, shall be paid to the stockholders 
of the companies. The amount of income 
from the system is said to be about $3000 
per month. 

The reason it seems right that the Coun- 
cil should refuse the use of water to terrt- 
tory outside the city is that the water was 
acquired by the city and under the plea 
that it was necessary for use by the inhab- 
itants of the city. There may be a surplus 
now, but this can not last very long at the 
way the population is growing. The time 
must come when the city population wil! 
need all the water coming down through 
the aqueduct, and when it may be neces- 
sary to enlarge the flow through that great 
system. | 

California Rice Crop. 

RACTS of land in AKern county and other 

parts of the San Joaquin Valley, also on 
the bottom lands of the Sacramento River, 
are proving ideal for the production of rice. 
On the tract in Kern county alone there 
will be harvested this season about 2000 
acres of rice, yielding about fifty sacks to 
the acre, worth $2 per sack. The land is 
gray adobe, heretofore considered nearly 
worthless, and has been going begging for 
purchasers at $20 per acre, or 6 cents an 
an acre rental for grazing purposes. Next 
year it is said that the acreage in rice in 
this county will be 15,000 acres. With 
plenty of artesian water the crop is about 
as sure as any produced in the country, 
much more so than most crops. The mar- 
ket is right at the door, and can never be 
overstocked. There are 1,000,000,000 pounds 
of rice a year used In the United States, or 
at the rate of ten pounds per capita. There 
is a duty now on imported rice of 1 cent 
per pound. 


A Freight Regulator. 
ITH the motor truck a present fact in 
our industrial life, and with the gener- 
al system of excellent roads existing in Call- 
fornia, the railroads are going to find a 
new and live competitor which is swre to 
prove an efficient regulator of ight 
charges. Thé Wichita Transportation Com- 
pany is operating five trucks between El 
Centro, Imperial county, and San Diego-by- 
the-Sea successfully. These five trucks cost 
about $12,000, less than the cost of build- 
ing one mile of railroad. The trucks are 
operating in a region without railroad com- 
petition. The rallroads have introduced a 
case into the courts complaining that the 
truck company is not operating according 


to the Ifws of the State governing trans- 
portation service. | 


Our Power Bonds. 

F W. B. MATTHEWS, special counsel to 

the water department, now in New York 
seeking to place power bonds of the city of 
Los Angeles to the amount of $6,500,000, 
succeeds he will greatly astonish the finan- 
ciers here and elsewhere at the present 
time. New York has just placed city bonds 
to the amount of $65,000,000, and it appears 
that is the last sale of municipal bonds on 
a large scale put on record. There is abun- 
dance of money in the country, the banks 
carrying about $157,000,000 above legal re- 
quirements. But the bankers are very 
loath to let go of this money in large sums 
at the present time. The uncertainties of 
the war, as to when it will end, as to the 
amount it will cost in the end, and as to 
the condition in which it will leave the 
financial and industrial world, are making 
bankers move with exceeding caution. 
However, Mr. Matthews is on the spot in 
the financial center of the world, and his 
views are worthy of careful consideration. 
It is a pity to see so much power going 
to waste in the stream of aqueduct wate! 
which ought to be used by somebody i . 
some way to stimulate the industries of 
the section or to lessen the cost of power 
and light to the community. 


Trade with China. 

URING the (C..veland administration at 

Washington our Minister to China called 
attention to the importance cf the possible 
trade with the Celestial empire, saying 
that if we could only sell to the people of 
China one cotton shirt per capita per annum 
of the value of $1 the trade would out- 
weigh in volume that of all the United 
States at that time. The present Minister 
to China, Paul M. Reinsch, sees things in 
the same light. Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce at Washington, when in Los Angeles 
recently, discussing the proposition for an 
aggressive campaign for commerce with 
China, said as follows: 

“A well-capitalized American bank is es 
sential for trade with China. 

“China offers splendid inducements to 
American capital in mining enterprises, es- 
pecially In tin, zinc, antimony, lead, coal 
and tron. Hunan province, the most acces 
sible of the richer mineral areas, is a par- 
ticularly inviting field for investment. 

“China offers splendid inducements to 
American capital and American machinery 
in connection with the erection of cotton 
yarn mills. 

“Opportunities for the investment of 
American capital are offered in the China 


rug-making industry, for rugs for the Amer-/;| 


ican market. 

“American capital and expert manage- 
ment applied to tanning Chinese hides with 
a tannery at Kalgan, Tien-tsin or Hankow 
would be a paying venture. 

“China imports annually nearly $10,000,- 
000 (gold) worth of aniline and synthetic 
dyes. A high-grade American substitute 
for the European products could probably 
secure a great deal of this trade, which is 
now at a standstill owing to the lack of 
supplies. 

“On account of the war, China offers a 
splendid field for American window glass 
of the cheaper grades. Window glass im- 
portations in China ne* several million dol- 
lars gold each year and the prices are 
nearly treble those of a year ago. 

“Because of the war China will be 
obliged to purchase much of her railway 
materials and machinery, electrical and in- 
dustrial, from the United State<. 

“With the favorable exchange which ex- 
ists at the present time, Chinese products 
which previously went to Europe should 
find markets in America. Among these are 
sesamum seed, vegetable tallow, \hides, egg 
products, mineral products, wood oil, pea- 
nuts, bean oil, gall nuts, etc.” 


Growers Canning Fruit. 


fruits are cheaper in South- 
ern California at the present time 
than they have been for years. The 
crops have been very abundant, and while 
the demand is good it is not sufficient to 
absorb all the crop. At Beaumont the grow- 
ers have organized to can their own peaches. 
A private plant of a capacity of 1600 cans a 
day has been established by one grower on 
his Beaumont orchard. Fifteen tons of 
peaches will be canned this season by this 
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plant. Others will follow this good example. 
Then all over this section growers are drying 
much of their fruit, and they are peeling 
their peaches as there is more demand for 
the fruit In that way than unpeeled, 


Pasadena Finances. 


5 hie taxpayers and the public generally in 

Pasadena have risen against the tax-eat- 
ers and are going to demand a quid pro quo 
for the money spent by the city. The grand 
total provided by the budget is $1,213,182.29, 
compared with $1.158,456.03 for the previous 
year. Of this, $85,156 is to go for recreation, 
including band concerts, Brookside Park 
plunge addition, and improvements to Brook- 
side Park and Tournament Park. There is 
to be set aside to purchase land for recrea- 
tion purposes, $19,197. Altogether Pasadena 
will spend $45,000 more on recreation this 
year than last. Pasadena is the play city for 
a vast number of tourists, and is doing 
mighty well in providing in this was for the 
entertainment of its visitors.

It ought to be on a par with 
that of any olive industry in the world. The 
California ripe olive has become very popu. 
lar as a food, and will be more so with every 
year that passes. California olive oil is not 
only as good as but better than any other 
produced in the world. As the American 
people learn to use more olives and olive oll 
they will escape a great many of the ills 
wifich.fiesh is heir to.

Divide Aspidistras. 
We have no tougher pot plant than 


aspidistra, and many have large pots too 
full of roots and of as jarge aize as will 
ever be needed. Break up the clumps 
into smaller ones, never less than three 
leaves to a clump. Plant in a rich fern 
soll, but one containing no fertilizer, set 
away for a week or two in a cool, shady 
place and then gradually expose to warmth 
and partial sunshine. In a short time you 
will have a of fine, sturdy young plants 
which may fed light doses of fertilizer 
to hustle them on to vigorous growth and 
deep color. In potting, four-inch pots are 
generally large enough. As a lasting pot- 
plant nothing surpasses the aspidistra. 
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Controtiing Uric Acid by Dieting. 


R. N. R. BLATHERWICK has just re 
ported a series of experiments to de 
termine the effect of diet in control 

ling the urinary acidity which is believed to 
favor the formation of calculi, and certain 
other forms of kidney disorders. Dr. Biath- 
erwick finds that certain classes of foods, 
particularly fruits and vegetables, tend to 
reduce the acidity,and are beneficial in the 
treatment of these conditions. 

Not all fruits produce the desired effects, 
however, the notable exceptions being 
prunes, plums and cranberries, which seem 
to increase rather than diminish the acid 
@roduction. But apples, oranges, bananas 
and raisins, when taken with a vegetable 
diet which includes a large amount of pota- 
toes, are peculiarly beneficial. Cantaloupes 
and tomatoes act well, but with less pro- 
nounced effects. 


“Care is enjoined.” says the report, “not 
to allow too much of cereals, including rice 
and whole wheat bread, and of meats, which 
have a predominance of acid-forming ele- 
ments. A high urinary acidity favors the 
formation of uric acid calculi, which com- 
prise from 60 to 81 per cent. of all urinary 
concrements. Results show that acid urines 
ire always supersaturated with uric acid and 
Will show precipitation when opportunity 
for the establishmentof an equilibrium is 
given; on the other hand, alkaline urines 
are alwayaggapable of dissolving added uric 
acid, show that as excreted they are not 
saturated with this acid. 

“Where a tendency to the formation of 
uric acid calculi is to be overcome, the 
urine must thus be of low acidity. This 
condition can be fulfilled either by inges- 
tion of alkalies or by eating some of the 
many suitable fruits and vegetables. In 
persons actually having uric acid calculi 
(‘kidney stones’) the form of diet mentioned 
is, of course, of value.” 


The Cause of Diabetes. 


Diabetes is‘a disease in which there is 
an abnormal excretion of sugar which is 
ly detected by urinalysis. As the liver is 
organ directly concerned with the sugar 
Wwansformation in the body, this organ was 
tong held responsible for the disease, al- 
though the nervous system was also strong- 
ly suspected. But recently it has become 
evident to medical mén that the liver was 
not primarily to blame for diabetes—that 

e other@rgan was at fault, thus disturb 
ng the functions of this largest gland of 
body. 

Two scientists connected with the Rocke- 
feller Institute, Drs. S. J. Meltzer and I. 8. 
Kleiner, have just completed a two years’ 
search for the organ responsible for dia- 
betes. Their researches have apparently 
fixed the blame upon the pancreas. It is 
the action, or non-action, of this important 
Organ that causes the development of ex- 
cessive sugar in the blood in the form 
called dextrose. The condition that results 
is known as diabetes. 

Needless to say, the quest of these two 
scientists has not been merely the discov- 
ery of the cause of diabetes. The cause of 

any disease is of little consequence ex- 
cept as a stepping-stone to the prevention, 
or cure, of the disease itself. In this in- 
stance the results attained lead the inves- 
tigators to hope that by further research 
they may discover some chemical reaction 
that will supply what defective pancreatic 
action leaves wanting, even if they do not 
~succeed in restoring the functional power 
of the gland. For it is now believed that 
only by direct treatment of the pancreas 
will a true remedy for diabetes be found. 

e medical treatment of diabetes as Known 
bd provides for elimination of the sur- 
plus sugar from the blood circulation, but 
it is not a cure. | 


Experiments With Sugar in the Blood. 


In experimenting to determine the cause 
of diabetes, Drs. Meltezr and Kleiner found 
that if sugar was injected into the blood of 
a normal dog it was easily disposed of in 
the animal's system, and did not appear in 
the excretions. When the same experiment 
was made after the removal of the pancreas, 
however, the dog failed to dispose of the 
superfluous sugar, the urine of the animal 
giving the characteristic reaction of dia- 
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betes. But when the sugar was mixed with 
an emulsion of pancreas, there was no dia- 
betic teaction. 

‘Taking this cue, the physicians finally 
demonstrated that it.is the pancreas, and 
not the liver or nervous system, that is re 
sposible for diabetes. Dr. Meltzer says: 

“We have shown, in the first place, that 
dextrose injected in the normal animal is 
easily taken care of. Secondly, if the dex- 
trose is injected in combination with the 
pancreatic mixture, chopped fine and 
strained, it restores to the diabetic animal 
the functional power to handle it properly, 
which seems to indicate that the pancreas 
in health manufactures something to pre 
vent diabetes. — 


“The experiments would indicate the in- 
correctness of the theory that diabetes is 
of nervous origin. Further work may show 
some hint of a means for reaching the 
source of defective pancreatic action, which 
might open the way to a more effective 
method of treatment for diabetes.” 


Dangers from Quartz Light. 


The use of the quartz light, which was 
perfected by Peter Cooper Hewitt of New 
York, in treating certain skin diseases, was 
referred to in this magazine a few weeks 
ago. It has been found to be particularly 
useful in treating diseases of the scalp and 
face, but in using it great care has to be 
exercised to protect the eyes during the 
treatment. For the rays from the quartz 
light have the peculiar effect of dissolving 
the retina, thus causing blindness. 

The curious feature of this action is that 
the light does not produce its effects upon 
the retina immediately. Moreover, one does 
not have to be close to the light to be ren- 
dered blind should he look at it steadily 
for a few seconds, as it is known to dis- 
solve the retina at a distance of ten feet, 
and probably at twenty or even farther. 
Yet no unpleasant effects are experienced 
by the victim until about twelve hours lat- 
er, when he suddenly becomes totally blind. 

The quartz light “rays” which destroy the 
retina are projected through the air and 
penetrate ordinary glass. But certain kinds 
of glass repel them. Persons working with 
quartz lights, therefore, wear spectacles 
made of this repellant glass, and thus run 
no risk of blindness, and suffer no inconven- 
lence. 


€ffects of Hot Climates on Different Races. 


It has been supposed until quite recently 
that there was an inherent difference physi- 
ologically between certain races, which 
made some more tolerant to hot climates 
than others. It was thought, for example, 
that there were tropical regions where no 
white man could live. But the experiences 
of white races in the tropics in recent years 
have demonstrated conclusively that “the 
supposed dangers of climate in these parts 
of the world have been overestimated. 

“The greatest enemies of mankind in the 
warm countries are not necessarily those 
associated with climate as such, but rather 
the group of severe infectious diseases ana 
related insanitary influences to which the 
inhabitants are unduly exposed. When the 
foreign resident of the tropics has learned 
to guard himself against prevalent unhy- 
gienic conditions, to adjust his mode of 
life and his personal hygiene to the obvious 
requirements of his new environment, and 
to avoid the misuse of alcofiol, which in- 
creases enormously the other unfavorable 
and detrimental influences, he need not suf- 
fer seriously by comparison with his rela- 
tives in the temperate zone.” 


Nevertheless, the fact remains that the 
blood vessels lying near the surface of the 
skin are larger in the native inhabitants | 
of the tropics than in the white races. 
These blood vessels are directly concerned 
with the heating and cooling processes of 
the body. And it is probable that the white 
man entering the tropics does not become 
thoroughly acclimated until an enlargement 
of his blood vessels has taken place. 


Meningitis and Sunlight. 
Persons not accustomed to exposure of 
the body to the bright sunlight run consid- 


erable risk in doing so; particularly at the 
re. The greatest danger is from men- 


ing in the hot sand with the head unpro- 
tected. 


At one of the beaches recently two youths, 
who had been lying in the sand for several 
hours with no clothing but bathing suits, 
developed severe cases of meningitis. The 
youths were accustomed to indoor work, 
and the sun's rays evidently penetrated the 
ekull and produced an inflammation. It is 
probable that if the head had been pro- 
tected no such effect would have resulted, 

A tanned and vascular skin is said to pro- 
tect better against injury from the sun's 
rays than thin clothing, but the city dwell- 
er’s skin is neither tanned nor vascular. In- 
stead of being benefited by spasmodic trips 
to the beach, therefore, nervous city dwell- 
ers are likely to be “rendered more nerv- 
ous, and when the summer is over they are 
tanned, perhaps, but otherwise in poorer 
condition than in the spring.

War Bread and Dyspepsia. 


A form of bread is now being manufac 
tured in Germany to which the name of 
war bread is commonly given; it is made of 
rye flour and potatoes, the latter being the 
preponderant ingredient, and on this ac- 
count is frequently referred to as “potato 
bread.” It is highly recommended by the 
German authorities as a satisfactory substi- 
tute in every way for real bread, and be- 
cause it can be manufactured entirely from 
German products and does not draw upon 
the limited amount of wheat in that coun- 
try, it is considered a point of patriotism to 
eat and to profess to enjoy it. It seems, 
however, from the reports which reach us, 
that the German taste is not easily recon- 
ciled to such makeshift fare, and we find 
numerous complaints that the constant 
sumption of this bread is attended by many 
untoward symptoms. Chief among these are 
diarrhea, hyperacidity, flatulence and consti!- 
pation. 


Because of its unpalatability the German 
war bread is often not masticated enough, 
and to this are probably due a great many 
of the symptoms. Constipation is a rare 
complaint, but diarrhea seems to be fairly 
common. Flatulence also is frequent, and 
this is thought to be due to the swallowing 
of large, tough lumps of bread which pass 
into the small intestine and are hardly af- 
fected by the pancreatic secretion, thus af- 
fording an ideal medium for gas-producing 
organisms. 

These dietetic discomforts are, as a rule, 
amenable to treatment, in fact, thorough 
mastication of the bread will often relieve 
them entirely. In the hyperacidity small 
doses of sodium bicarbonate are effective. 
The flatulgnce yields to large doses of char- 
coal.—[New York Medical Journal.

A CHARACTERISTIC FLOWER SHOP. 

We herewith fllustrate a flowershop design, one of a series of three appearing in 
the Florists’ Exchange, New York. That trade journal has the following to say in 
support of this front: “As this building would probably be erected in a city we have 
planned it to be fireproof, so concrete and brick are the materials used for the walls, 
with the front and side elevation faced with cream-colored terra cotta tile. A bold, 


but conventional, decoration of wreaths and garlands gives the front a strong character 
touch that carries out the colonial thought embodied, and is surely indicative of the 
florists’ work. A green band of tile outlines the store front, while the wreaths and gar- 
lands are to be worked out in white and darker greens. The sky line is broken by 
boxes of English Ivies and low Boxwoods, with 
white cement vases, which add materially to the decorative effect of the front. An 
arrangement has been made in the construction of the building so that these boxes and 
vases can be automatically watered daily by simply turning a faucet in the basement. 
A pipe is connected with each box, so that the watering of the plants is very easy. 
If there is anything discreditable to a florist, it is boxes and plants that are in poor 
condition, and so to avoid this bad advertising special plans have been made to give 
them plenty of water, and by placing the responsibility for this regular watering in one 
person's hands, good results should be secured.

A Change in Plant Names. 


ROM proceedings of the American Philo 
sophical Society, 1915, we cull the fol- 
lowing words of wisdom from the pen of 
Dr. L. H. Bailey:
